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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The features of a first separable section containing a centered upright cone with 
its periphery joined to the inside bottom edge of said separable section; said bottom 
edge having holes alternating with raised triangular coin director portions; whereby 
introduction of paper currency and coins into the bartender's jar are separated by the 
coins passing through the holes to the bottom of the bartender's jar render the invention 
novel and non-obvious over the prior art. In the closest prior art, Mertins, Jr. (U.S. Des 
403,833, Fig. 1, 5, 6) teaches a bartender's jar, comprising an extruded translucent 
plastic jar having an open necked portion and a cylindrical body portion having two 
separable engaging first and second sections and Mehelich (US 3,338,250) teaches a 
coin sorting structure with semi-circular holes on raised surfaces (Fig. 1). These 
references, alone or in combination, thus fail to teach or suggest a centered upright 
cone with a bottom edge having holes alternating with raised triangular coin director 
portions.
